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“OUTRAGEOUS” planning 
chiefs have been blasted for 
approving a scheme to demolish 
an old church hall. 

Having stood derelict for almost 
two decades, St Andrew's Church 
Hall in Soham will be knocked 
down and replaced with houses. 

The building, on High Street, will be 
levelled to make way for eight dwellings, 
along with parking spaces and gardens. 

C J Murfitt Ltd was finally given the go- 
ahead for the development last week. Two 
previous applications to demolish the town 
centre building had either been refused or 
deferred. 

But East Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee has come under fire 
from furious residents who branded the 
decision as “shocking”. 

Donald Whitby, of nearby White Hart 
Lane, said: “The decision to knock the 
church hall down and replace it with houses 
worries me. 

“Is this something that is going to 
continue to happen along the High Street 
and all over the town? To replace a building 
full of character with run-of-the-mill 
properties is just shocking.” 

Teresa Parker, 67, of Paddock Street, said: 
“This is just another example of getting rid of 
a piece of Soham’s history

Waste collections 
to be made easier 


WASTE and recycling collection 
days are set to change in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

As of Monday, October 5, instead of 
black sacks and kerbside recycling 
collections taking place on different 
days, they will take place on the same 
day. 

But the district council will maintain 
its weekly waste collection service and 
the alternative week kerbside recycling 
service. 

Waste chiefs claim the changes will 
make collections simpler and cut the 
amount of time that waste is left out on 
the streets. 

Cllr David Brown, lead member for 
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waste and recycling at the district 
council, said: “Our aim is to make the 
whole recycling process in the district 
easier. 

“If everyone knows they should put 
their waste and recycling out to be 
collected on the same day in the week 
then we believe it will encourage more 
people to think about recycling more.” 

The council also hopes to reduce its 
carbon footprint by making the coll¬ 
ection changes. 

Cllr Brown added: “If a truck breaks 


down, then with other crews in the same 
area, waste or recycling can be picked up 
a lot quicker. 

“Also, when we put together the new 
collection rounds, we planned them so 
for the first time we could offer a 
kerbside recycling service to everyone 
and reduce the amount of travelling the 
lorries do and therefore their carbon 
emissions.” 

Leaflets will be issued to every 
household in the district explaining the 
changes and posters will also be going 
up in areas set to be affected by the 
change.

“I think it is outrageous that 
more homes are to go up on 
High Street when it could have 
been used for shops, business 
premises or even something for 
the local community.” 

Cllr Tony Cornell, who 
represents Soham North on the 
district council, said: “The 
church hall has been derelict for 
decades and does look pretty 
miserable. 

“But I do think it is a great 
shame we are going to lose this 
High Street building and a pity 
the site is being used for hous¬ 
ing.” 

Located opposite a Grade I 
listed church, original plans for 
the site for 13 properties, 
submitted by Amber Homes in 
April 2008, were thrown out by 
the committee over concerns 
about the size of the scheme. 

Soham Town Council had also 
raised concerns over the original 
plans about the use for the site 
for housing instead of retail. 

But having made changes to 
the proposals, including the 
frontage of one of the plots 
being increased to allow more 
space for tree planting, the 
scheme was recommended for 
approval. 

Cllr Philip Read, chairman of 
the council’s planning comm¬ 
ittee, said: “This church hall has 
been standing empty for years. 

“If someone wanted to do 
something with it they could 
have brought ideas forward but 
they did not. 

“At least the site will now be 
used and if someone does want 
to see more retail premises on 
the High Street there are empty 
shops waiting to be used.”

Fears over traffic 
at new waste site 


RESIDENTS fear that a state-of- 
the-art recycling centre will 
bring a “frightening wave” of 
HGV traffic into villages. 

Council chiefs were celebrating last 
month after plans for a new indoor 
recycling facility in Witchford were given 
the go-ahead. 

The new centre, which will boast a 
green roof and be made of sustainable 
materials, will even be split level, mean¬ 
ing residents will not need to climb steps 
to dispose of their waste. 

But some villagers are concerned that 
there will be a huge influx of traffic when 
the centre is built, not only in the village 
of Witchford but in other areas including 
Haddenham and Wilburton. 

Bob Patterson, who has lived in the 
village for more than 30 years, said: “It is 
good news that we are going to be 
provided with this new facility. 

“But I think its location is wrong and 
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that we, and other residents in nearby 
villages, are going to suffer. 

“With waste comes trucks and our 
narrow Fen roads cannot handle them. 

“I just hope the disadvantages will not 
outweigh the advantages.” 

Another resident, who did not want to 
be named, wrote to the Weekly News. 

She said: “This recycling centre is 
going to bring nothing but a frightening 
wave of traffic to villages in the Ely area 
and I think people need to be more 
concerned. 

“Recycling is good and it is great we 
are going to have it on our doorsteps. 
But I am worried about the increase in 
traffic, safety of residents and pollution.” 

District Cllr Gareth Wilson, who 
represents Haddenham, had also raised 
concerns about what effects an increase 
in traffic will have on villages’ roads. 


But Fred Brown, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, said 
the new facility will have a “big impact” 
on recycling levels in the region. 

He said: “The district council was 
asked to give feedback during the 
planning application process where we 
highlighted concerns regarding traffic 
and possible fly-tipping which have 
been taken on board. 

“For example, the junction will be 
designed to ensure that vehicles, cyclists 
and pedestrians can access the centre 
safely. 

“We are working hard to make recycl¬ 
ing easier for residents and we believe 
this new county council centre will have 
a big impact.” 

The new centre is set to open in 
autumn 2010. 

The facility will replace the Grunty Fen 
recycling centre which currently deals 
with over 6,000 tonnes of residents’ 
waste every year.

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Loss of sight is no barrier as Alan 
takes 100k Sahara trek in his stride

TUST before dawn 
I broke, Alan Chamley 
1 unzipped his tent and 
looked out at the view - a 
wide stretch of the 
Sahara desert, bathed in 
moonlight. The sand 
glittering, it was an 
incredible sight; a sight 
Alan will always 
remember. 

“It was beautiful,” says the 
father-of-two. “The moon was 
really bright, reflecting off the 
floor of the desert 

“Those very early mornings 
were one of the most amazing 
things about the trip. Normally 
I can’t see anything in 
moonlight, but in the Sahara I 
could.” 

Alan, 50, is registered blind. 
Diagnosed with a degenerative 
eye condition more than 30 
years ago, it has left him with 
just seven per cent sight in one 
eye; known as Retinitis 
Pigmentosa (RP), one of the 
symptoms is ever-increasing 
tunnel-vision. 

Alan cannot drive, read or 
even recognise his wife’s face. 
But, despite it all, he remains 
incredibly positive: determined 
to live life to the full, he’s just 
trekked 100k in the Sahara to 
raise cash for charity. 

“I am a glass half-full kind of 
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person,” says Alan, with a 
laugh. “But when I first saw the 
advert, asking for people to go 
on the trek, I thought I couldn’t 
possibly do it. Yet I am so glad I 
did. It was an incredible 
experience. 

“The whole time I was there I 
kept thinking: 'This is Africa! 

I’m in Africa!’ But it wasn’t just 
the place that was special - it 
was the people who really 
made it.” 

Alan was one of 14 visually 
impaired people to do the trek, 
which raised more than 
£50,000 for The British RP 
Society. They were 
accompanied by seven sighted 
volunteers. 

“They did so much for us,” 
explains Alan. “I used to lie 
awake at night thinking: 'How 
can I ever give back what I’ve 
received?’ 

“Saying ‘thank-you’ a 
thousand times a day wasn’t 
adequate. Even thinking about 
it now makes me feel 
emotional: they gave me so 
much.” 

Alan, who lives in Sawston, 
has had problems with his 
eyesight all his life. As a small 
child, he was found to have a 
lazy eye; by his teens, he was 
struggling to see at night; in his 
late teens, he was finally 
diagnosed with RP 

“I was glad I knew what it 
was, that I had a name for it,” 
remembers Alan. “I was told 
that my eyesight would get 
worse, that one day I might 
lose it completely, but at the 
time I don’t recall being 
traumatised or worried about 
it. 

“All that was in the future: 
when you’re 18 even 30 is old.” 

Alan met Wendy, his wife of 
22 years, at a club for young 
Rotarians. “She knew from the 
start that I had dodgy vision,” 
he says, with a smile. “But she - 
and her family - made me feel 
very much accepted.” 

The couple went on to have 
two sons, Stuart, 18, and Craig, 
11 . 

They knew that RP is 
inherited: one of Alan’s two 
brothers also has the 
condition. But, keen to have a 
family, they went ahead; 
although any daughters would 
have been carriers of the RP 
gene, they knew sons would 
not suffer from the disease 
themselves. 

“At the moment there is no 


known cure,” continues Alan. 
“But we’re hopeful that, for 
future generations, that won’t 
be the case: research is being 
carried out into silicone 
implants and genetic therapy, 
among other filings.” 

Alan’s eyesight has 
deteriorated, little by little, over 
the years. “I had to stop driving 
18 years ago,” he says. 

“I can’t read any more: four 
years ago I could read the 
Christmas cards when they 
came; three years ago I found I 
couldn’t. 

“I lost the ability to 
recognise faces four or five 
years ago. When I look at 
someone now, I can see their 
right eye and eyebrow and a bit 
of their nose. 

“And that’s not very clear: I 
have these kind of kinky lines 
in front of my eyes, called 
scotomas. 

“I can’t even recognise my 
wife’s face. We were running a 
stall a few months ago, to raise 
money for the trek, and when 
Wendy came up to me I said: 
‘Can I help you?’ - she said: ‘No, 
you idiot, it’s me’. 

“I know some people 
wouldn’t think it, but I do 
consider myself lucky: I was 
able to see file boys growing 
up. 

“And it’s a family joke that I 
can still spot food and drink at 
50 paces...” 

When Alan signed up for the 
trek last year, he was working 
for BT. Each trekker was set a 
fundraising target of £3,000: 
with help from his family and 
friends, and donations from 
several Cambridge colleges, 
Alan collected a total of £3,600. 

“When you’re down the pub 
and tell people you’re doing a 
trek across the desert, people 
are quite impressed,” he says. 

“When they know you’ve got 
a visual impairment too, they 
are even more impressed; 
people were very generous.” 

During his fundraising, 

Alan’s contract with BT came to 
an end. Beginning to apply for 
other jobs, he went for a post as 
services co-ordinator at 
Support 4 Sight, a charity in 
Saffron Walden. 

“One of the questions was: 
‘Have you ever managed a 
project before?”’ explains Alan. 
“I was able to say: ‘Yes, a 
fundraising project’. I got the 
job and it’s fantastic, I love it.” 

When Alan finally set off for 
the trek, in the spring of this 
year, he admits it was a 
daunting prospect. 


“Even getting across 
Heathrow was harder than I 
thought it would be,” he says. 

“Normally I’ve got my wife or 
my sons with me. This time I 
was with a group of virtual 
strangers.” 

But Alan says the group soon 
began to bond - and finished 
the trek firm friends. “We had a 
good laugh,” he explains. “I told 
the sighted trekkers not to 
worry if I fell over, that I’d just 
pick myself up again and it 
would be fine. 

“One of them had real 
problems with left and right: 
she’d say: ‘Left, left, keep going 
left-I mean right’. 

“It’s impossible to describe 
the Sahara, but one thing I 
noticed straight away was how 
quiet it is in the desert. 

“As I was walking I was 
looking six or eight foot in 
front, to see where I was going. 

“But the sighted people 
reminded me to look up at the 
scenery, to look at a sand dune 
in the distance, or a camel, or 
an ant running across the 
ground. In the desert, even an 
ant is a feature!” 


The trek was tough: it took 
the group up and down dunes 
and across dusty plains in 
temperatures up to 35C. 

Alan has an old ankle injury 
which flared up on the very 
first day but, dosing himself 
with painkillers, he didn’t let 
the pain stand in his way. 

The trek was, adds Alan, 
about raising awareness of RP 
as well as money to fund 
research into the disease. “I use 
a symbol cane when I go out,” 
he continues. 

“More than anything, it’s to 
warn other people that I might 
move a bit slowly, so they won’t 
bump into me. 

“Sometimes people do walk 
into you, but you have to think 
they just haven’t seen the cane, 
that they’re upset, or in a hurry, 
or have got something on their 
mind.” 


so much, he has signed up for 
another fundraiser - a trip to 
Namibia in 2010. 

Wendy will be going with 
him this time, as a sighted 
helper. In total, the couple are 
aiming to raise £6,500 for the 
RP Society. 

“If I went totally blind in the 
future, I would have to accept 
it,” concludes Alan. 

“I think acceptance is the key 
actually: if you can accept what 
happens and get on with your 
life, that’s a great help. 

“Losing your eyesight can be 
quite isolating, but I think I’ve 
got a better social life now than 
ever. 

“I know it might sound a bit 
strange, but if I woke up 
tomorrow and had full vision, I 
think I’d find it really confusing. 

He added: “Having RP has 
made me who I am, and I’m 
not at all unhappy with that.”

Speed trial will not hit 
traders - 20mph man 
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CLAIMS that people could be 
put off shopping in Soham if 
the speed limit is reduced on 
a number of the town's roads 
have been rejected by one of 
the UK's chief road safety 
campaigners. 

As part of a countywide initiative 
aimed at reducing casualties, High 
Street, Market Street, Churchgate 
Street and White Hart Lane will trial 
a new 20mph speed limit scheme. 

Soham was chosen for the project 
after similar trials in cities such as 
Portsmouth and Newcastle proved 
to be successful. 

However, as reported in the Week¬ 
ly News, worried East Cambridge¬ 
shire District councillors fear the 
trial alone will have negative effects 
on both the economy and pollution. 

Cllr Mark Duckworth, one of 
Soham South’s two councillors on 
the council, predicted the scheme 
would be a “catastrophe” for the 
town centre. 

But Rod King, leader of pro- 
20mph limit campaign group, 20’s 
Plenty for Us, described the 
councillors’ concerns as “ridic¬ 
ulous”. 

He said: “20mph speed limits will 
not have a negative effect on Soham 
at all, or any town for that matter. 

“When people shop they are nine 
times out of 10 on foot. 

“Reducing the speed limit of the 
road will make their experience of 
walking along these streets more 
pleasurable than it was before. 

“Lower speeds save lives and in 
all my time of campaigning for 
20mph limits I have never heard 
people worried that it would have a 
negative effect on shopping.” 

Cllr Duckworth, along with, Cllr 
lohn Humphreys, had raised their 
concerns just a fortnight after 
Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
highways team approved the trial. 

At the time, Cllr Humphreys said: 
“This can only be a bad thing for 
Soham. 

“We already have speed humps of 
every type and chicanes galore. 

“So this 20mph limit is just going 
to put more people off.” 

Cllr Mac McGuire, deputy leader 
and cabinet member for highways 
at the county council, stressed it 
was a trial and the results would be 
carefully studied before any expan¬ 
sion of the scheme was considered.

PICK-POCKETS operating in Ely's 
city centre beware - police have 
made it one of their top priorities 
to catch you. 

Five pick-pocketing incidents were 
reported to police last week alone, 
including a woman whose purse was 
stolen as she browsed stalls on Market 
Place last Thursday. 

The following day, another woman had 
her handbag, containing cash and credit 
cards, taken from her shopping trolley in 
a High Street shop. 

Police have now vowed to crack down 
on the issue, including thefts of purses 
and from handbags in the city centre. 

The decision was made at an Ely neigh¬ 
bourhood panel meeting, which saw resi¬ 
dents, police and other local bodies set a 
list of policing priorities over the next 
three months. 

Anti-social behaviour in the city centre, 
including rowdiness, criminal damage, 
public order and underage drinking, will 
also be tackled. 

The city centre includes all city 
amenities, the cathedral and its grounds, 
Broad Street, Angel Drove, The Riverside 
and fubilee Gardens. 

Police priorities have also been set for 
the West panel area. 

In Stretham, the focus over the next 
three months will be rowdiness, criminal 
damage, alcohol misuse in public and 
dangerous football games being played in 
the street. 

Areas of concern at the bus shelter at 
Red Lion Square, Top Street, the 
recreation ground, the primary school 
and its grounds have also been add¬ 
ressed. 

Anti-social behaviour, including 
criminal damage and alcohol misuse will 
also be dealt with in Haddenham. 

At the last Littleport panel meeting, 
held late last month, police set priorities 
including anti-social behaviour, alcohol 
misuse in public, criminal damage, mini- 
moto nuisance and public order offences. 

Specific locations to be targeted will be 
Main Street, the leisure centre, Camel 
Road, St George’s medical centre and the 
adjacent play park.

Friends plod on for cancer cash dash 


Changes 'a 
risk to town 
centres’ 

MALCOLM Moss, MP for 
North East Cambridgeshire, 
has criticised a move by the 
Government to reduce the 
powers of local councils to 
control out-of-town retail 
development. 

A new report from a cross¬ 
party House of Commons 
Committee has warned that 
the Government’s proposed 
changes to planning rules on 
retail development will result 
in “many more out-of-town 
superstores”. 

This comes as a separate 
nationwide survey by the 
British Retail Consortium has 
found that one in 10 of all 
town centre shops is now 
vacant. 

The new regime will scrap 
the needs test, which requires 
developers to prove the need 
for additional out-of-town 
development. 

The Government consult¬ 
ation exercise found that the 
changes would “lead to more 
edge-of and out-of-centre 
development” and "under¬ 
mine regeneration schemes by 
allowing development outside 
town centres”. 

On top of this, a committee 
of MPs has now warned that 
the changes will lead to “un¬ 
necessary risks to town 
centres”. 

Mr Moss said: “Labour’s 
rewriting of the rules that 
protect against excessive out- 
of-town retail development 
threatens to undermine the 
vitality of local high streets. 

“Councils need the dis¬ 
cretion and power to halt 
reckless out-of-town expan¬ 
sion and promote town centre 
regeneration. 

“We must also not forget the 
environmental implications 
these changes will have.”

Drink-driver drank to 
‘ease pain In mouth’ 


A DRUNKEN plumber who 
crashed his family's people- 
carrier while almost four 
times over the legal limit has 
been banned from the road 
for three years. 

Jiri Borovicka, 51, had been 
drinking a mixture of spirits to try 
and numb the pain of a mouth 
abscess he had at the time, a court 
heard. 

Instead of taking medication, the 
Czech Republican had carried out 
his country’s tradition of drinking 
alcohol to kill the “extremely 
painful” infection. 

But police caught up with the 
father-of-two after he ploughed 
into a parked car in Soham.

When breathalysed, he gave a 
reading of 127 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath. 
The legal limit is 35 micrograms. 

Borovicka, of Fanshawe Road, 
Cambridge, pleaded guilty to drink 
driving at Ely Magistrates’ Court. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: 
“It was at around midday on luly 15 
when the police were called to an 
incident in Soham. 

“Lucy O’Riley heard a loud bang 
outside her house and found that 
her car had been shunted along the 
pavement, causing damage to her 
back bumper and lights. 

“She saw a car parallel in the road 


to hers and the driver then parked it 
up behind her vehicle. 

“The language barrier meant she 
could not get Mr Borovicka’s details 
so she went inside and called the 
police.” 

Officers then arrived and took 
Borovicka to Ely Police Station, 
where he gave a positive breath 
test. 

But Hugh Cauthery, mitigating, 
said his client was simply using a 
traditional method to help a “rare 
condition” he had developed. 

Mr Cauthery said: “Mr Borovicka 
was on his way to work from his 
home in Cambridge to Peter¬ 
borough when the incident happ¬ 
ened. 

“He called his boss to say he 
needed to come home as he was 


suffering extreme pains in his 
mouth from an abscess. 

“As is the tradition in the Czech 
Republic, my client had been 
drinking spirits to try and kill the 
pain but it is clear this went too far. 

“He had been drinking spirits 
both the night before the crash and 
in the morning before work.” 

But the Rev Michael Matthews, 
presiding magistrate, said he was 
concerned about the “high level of 
alcohol” in Borovicka’s breath and 
the fact a collision occurred. 

Borovicka was banned from the 
road for a total of 36 months. 

He was also placed on a 12- 
month community order with the 
requirement to complete 200 hours 
of unpaid work.

Support for new store 
despite residents’ fears 


A NEW supermarket is set to be 
built in Littleport, despite object¬ 
ions from residents. 

People living near the site for the new 
Co-op store in Wisbech Road are worried 
about extra traffic and the store becoming a 
magnet for local yobs. 

But members of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning committee have 
granted permission for the store to be built 
on a former garage and scrapyard site. 

Conditions attached to the decision 
include a requirement for CCTV cameras 
for security and improvements to pedest¬ 
rian safety on adjoining roads. 

The council also requires the clearance 
of any contamination from the 1.5 acre site 
before building work starts. 


The new store will have a floor area of 
more than 15,000 sq ft (nearly 1,400 sq 
metres) including 9,600 sq ft (nearly 900 sq 
metres) of food and drink displays and 
2,400 sq ft (more than 220 sq metres) of 
“comparison” goods such as household 
products or clothes. The building will have 
a “wave form” roof. 

The scheme also includes a separate 
building for a funeral parlour as part of the 
Co-op iuneral service. 

Around 50 full time jobs will be created 
by the store and funeral parlour. 

A planning officer’s report said the new 
store would help “claw back” trade which 
was currently going to shops in nearby 
towns. 

There had been concern that the new 
store would hit existing shops in the village. 


But planning officer Sue Finlayson said 
in her report: “There will be an effect on the 
existing town centre, but it is considered 
there are few convenience stores and they 
cater for top-up shopping in the main and 
the new store will provide for weekly bulk 
shopping.” 

The committee heard that five residents 
living nearby had expressed concern about 
the scheme - one of them from an 
adjoining cottage who was worried that his 
property might be damaged during 
construction work. 

Previous plans to develop the site for 
housing were withdrawn. 

Opening hours for the new store have 
been set at 7am to 10pm Monday to 
Saturday and 10am to 4pm on Sundays and 
Bank Holidays.

YOU could have your say on what 
the next Bishop of Ely is like. 

The Diocese of Ely is seeking views from 
members of the public on the qualities they 
would like to see in their next bishop. 

The project follows the recent announce¬ 
ment of Dr Anthony Russell’s retirement in 
February next year. 

Dr Russell (pictured below), who is one of 
the longest-serving bishops in the Church 
of England, was installed as the 68th Bishop 
of Ely in the year 2000. 

His ministry will continue fully until 
January 23 next year before he retires on 
February 28. 

Archdeacon of Cambridge, the Ven John 
Beer, chairman of the Diocesan Vacancy in 
See Committee, said: “We are keen to hear 
from a broad range of people living in 
Cambridgeshire and west Norfolk and we 
are inviting them to give their views. 

“As a bishop is a public and religious fig¬ 
ure, the church wants to consult as exten¬ 
sively as possible.” 

The first step of the process is to put 
together “A Description of the Diocese and 
Statement of Needs” which will outline the 
vision for the next stage of the diocese’s life 
and the kind of person best suited to lead it. 

Once complete, it will be submitted to 
the Crown Nominations Commission 
which will work with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury to choose the next Bishop early 
in 2010. 

It is anticipated the new Bishop of Ely will 
take up his duties by the autumn. 

During the interregnum, the Bishop of 
Huntingdon, Dr David Thomson, will have 
overall pastoral care of the diocese until the 
new bishop is enthroned.

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Hospital tops car 
parking cash total 

ADDENBROOKE’S Hospital in 
Cambridge makes more money out 
of parking than any other NHS 
hospital in the UK, it was revealed 
last week.

A PANEL of experts has produced a 
30-minute webcast to give busi¬ 
nesses up-to-date information 
about swine flu.

Ms Driver said: “The key message to busi¬ 
nesses is to be fully prepared and to assess 
their operations from a business continuity 
perspective without delay, but meanwhile 
keep the situation in perspective. 

“Areas highlighted in the webcast included 
introducing flexible working arrangements 
to assist employees who need to look after 
sick relatives, keeping ongoing internal 
records to ensure that current processes can 
be seamlessly picked up should a staff 
member come down with the virus, and 
encouraging employees to wash their hands 
and work surfaces after sneezing.”

15 dead rabbit bodies

THE RSPCA is investigating the 
discovery of 15 rabbit bodies in 
a river between Littleport and 
Wisbech.

How you can save the 
fruits of your labour 


I t’s a gardeners’ 
dilemma at harvest 
time: pick your veg 
when it’s tender and your 
fruit when it’s just ripe, 
eat as much as you can, 
give some away - and 
then what do you do with 
the rest? 

How do you store them all? 
Most families cannot manage 
all the runner beans and 
courgettes they have grown this 
season, let alone the summer 
fruit, so end up with harvests 
lurking at the bottom of the 
freezer months later. 

But there are particular crops 
harvested throughout the 
summer which you will enjoy 
eating in the winter months 
and which keep better than 
others, provided you store them 
properly 

You can freeze raspberries in 
a single layer on metal trays. 
Once frozen, the fruits should 
be transferred to polythene 
bags or plastic boxes, which 
makes them easier to separate 
when required. 

Redcurrants also make useful 
fruits in the winter, pepping up 
puddings and pies, and should 
be frozen in the same way as 
raspberries. 

If you pick blackcurrants 
when they have ripened fully, 
they also freeze well and you 
can save time by freezing whole 
bunches. 

Anyone who has ever tried to 
freeze strawberries will know 
that they usually end up a 
soggy mess during the

defrosting process. 

So if you want the taste of 
summer strawberries, puree 
them before freezing and they 
can be added to ice cream in 
winter or used as a coulis 
around a delicious chocolate 
dessert. 

There are many vegetables 
that will freeze well, including 
dwarf French beans, garden 
peas, broad beans and 
mangetout. They should be 
frozen in small quantities, so 
each time you take out a bag it 
will do for the family meal. 

Cauliflower and calabrese 
can also be frozen, and the best 
way is to remove the largest 
stalks and separate into florets, 
freezing on metal trays before 
transferring to a bag. 

If you want to store 
vegetables for longer than a 
month, you should blanch 
them first, putting them into a 
colander and plunging them in 
boiling water for up to three 
minutes (sweetcorn requires 
up to six minutes) before 
cooling them quickly in a bowl 
of iced water. 

To freeze spinach, it’s best to 
cook it first, removing the 


stalks and then simmering until 
soft. It can then be squeezed to 
eliminate the excess water, 
rolled into balls and frozen. 

Anyone with a glut of ripe 
herbs should also take action 
now, because they are 
wonderful later on in the year. 

Freeze coriander, basil, mint, 
parsley and thyme in ice-cube 
trays. Blanch sprigs of herbs by 
dipping them in boiling water 
for a few seconds until the 
colour intensifies, then chop 
roughly and transfer into 
individual compartments of the 
ice-cube tray. They should then 
be covered with water and 
frozen before being transferred 
to bags. 

Alternatively, pack the herbs 
into butter and freeze that in 
cubes, or add them to flavour 
olive oil or wine vinegar. 

Tomatoes don’t freeze well as 
a fruit, but the answer again is 
to skin them. 

Pour boiling water over the 
fruit, leave for a few minutes 
and then the skin should come 
off easily. 

After that, puree and freeze 
them, ready to add to bolognese 
and other tomato-based pasta 
sauces or casseroles. 

You can keep other surpluses 
of vegetables by liquidising 
them, freezing them in bags or 
food boxes and using them as a 
base for soup. 

And if you run out of space in 
your freezer, remember that 
potatoes, carrots, parsnips, 
leeks and sprouts can be left in 
the ground or on the plant until 
required in the winter. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Sunflower (Helianthus) 

They are the most majestic of 
plants and yet the easiest to 
grow, and ideal for kids to sow 
as the seeds are big enough for 
little fingers to handle. 

Sunflowers reach their peak 
between July and September, 
and the giant varieties reach 
38cm across because they only 
produce a single stem with one 
massive head at the top. You 
can also buy branching 
varieties to use as cut flowers 
and dwarf versions to enjoy as 
patio plants. 

When flowering has finished, 
leave the seedheads standing as 
the birds will enjoy a feeding 
frenzy on the seeds in the 
middle of the flowers. 

For maximum size, feed the 
plants weekly with liquid 
fertiliser and stake tall varieties. 
Good annual varieties include 
H annuus Autumn Beauty’, 
which comes in mixed shades 
from lemon to dark red, but 
there are also perennial types 
which aren’t as tall and whose 
flowers measure 5-7.5cm 
across. These are better suited 
to the back of a border, with 
strong stems bearing yellow or 
golden blooms in late summer 
and early autumn. 

All sunflowers need a sunny 
position in any reasonable 
garden soil.

Used values to rise 


USED cars have shot 
up in price this year - 
the increase is 
averaging 25 per cent 
for one-year-old 
motors - but even so, 
UK experts are urging 
customers to dive in 
now and buy, buy, 
buy. 

The reason? Dealer 
stocks of secondhand 
vehicles have dwindled 
to an all-time low, says 
trade pricing bible Glass’s 
Guide - and the situation 
is going to get worse. 

“The remarkable and 
unparalleled recovery in 
prices since January 
might appear out of step 
with a depressed 
economy but, in reality, 
the higher prices stem 
more from the limited 
supply of used cars rather 
than a significant 
increase in retail 
demand,” says Adrian 
Rushmore, managing 
editor of the guide. 


“Be warned - prices are 
not expected to fall in the 
coming months, as the 
supply of vehicles 
becomes even more 
constrained. 

“Since the third 
quarter of 2008, the very 
depressed new-car 
market has seen far fewer 
cars registered 
particularly short-term 
rental vehicles and dealer 
demonstrators - leading 
to an all-time low in the 
supply of ‘younger’ cars 
for sale. 

“So prices have risen, 
in line with the laws of 
supply and demand.” 

This pattern has been 
repeated in the market 
for older secondhand 
cars, where similarly 
limited supply has driven 
up prices despite the 
economic downturn. 

Rushmore advises: 
“The situation for used 
cars of any age is not 
expected to change until 
the middle of next year at 
the earliest, so buyers 


should move quickly to 
have the best chance of 
finding the models that 
meet their needs.” 

Car pricing and data 
firm CAP supports this, 
adding that, because 
consumers are buying 
fewer new cars, dealers 
are unable to rely on 
part-exchange cars to fill 
their forecourts. 

This means franchise 
dealers in particular have 
been forced to join the 
general clamour for stock 
in the open market, 
warns CAR adding to the 
upward pressure on 
prices. 

CAP’s research team 
expect further reductions 
in the number of cars 
returning to the used 
market over coming 
weeks, with a resulting 
further average 1.5 per 
cent increase in average 
used-car values in 
August. 

Meanwhile, the new 
Fiat 500 convertible - 
dubbed 500C - is

expected to fetch a 
premium of up to £2,000 
over the fixed-roof 
version when the first 
cars reach the 
secondhand market this 
year, according to Glass’s 
Guide experts. 

“I would expect a 
premium of up to £2,000 
to be achievable for early 
examples of the conver¬ 
tible during the summer 
months, while availability 
remains low and demand 
for open-top models 
continues to be strong,” 
explains Jeff Paterson, 
chief car editor at Glass’s. 

“Once autumn 
approaches, however,the 
price advantage over the 
hatchback may come 
down to around £1,500.”

The jobs are out 


WITH high-profile redun¬ 
dancy announcements 
dominating the headlines, 
new research reveals the 
myths that candidates 
believe - and the reality. 

According to a poll of 
4,000 workers by 
Jobsite.co.uk, one in three 
workers - 9.9 million 
people - (34 per cent) 
believe potential employ¬ 
ers look badly on candi¬ 
dates who have been 
made redundant. 

Yet research among 500 
HR managers reveals that 
one in three companies (35 
per cent) are in fact active¬ 
ly targeting candidates 
who have been made 
redundant by rival firms. 

At the same time, many 
candidates are reluctant to 
move jobs, as one in eight 
(12 per cent) believe in the 


myth that employers take 
a “last-in, first-out” 
approach to redundancy. 

However, HR man¬ 
agers’ approach to hiring 
is the opposite to candi¬ 
date perceptions, with 
one in three (35 per cent) 
looking to hire specific 
talent now to help see 
their companies get 
through the downturn 
and enjoy rapid recovery 
as the economy improves. 

More than half (53 per 
cent) are also still engaging 
in general recruitment, 
including replacing exiting 
members of staff, with 80 
per cent looking to fill per¬ 
manent, full time roles. 

In spite of this, more 
than a third of candidates 
(34 per cent) are not confi¬ 
dent in the jobs market, 
and many speculate that 


there are no jobs available. 

Keith Potts, CEO of 
Jobsite.co.uk, said: “Job 
losses are dominating the 
headlines, but not all 
companies are shedding 
staff or freezing recruit¬ 
ment. It’s easy to see how 
job-hunting myths can 
come to fruition when 
candidates are under 
increased stress. 

“However, our research 
shows that in this difficult 
time many businesses 
need talented, committed 
employees more than 
ever. We would recom¬ 
mend candidates who are 
unhappy in their current 
roles look before they 
leap - researching their 
prospective employers 
thoroughly. At the same 
time, we would also 
encourage people to have

the confidence to follow 
their career aspirations. 
Even in a downturn, there 
are excellent opportuni¬ 
ties out there.” 

Despite the recession, 
12.8 million people (44 
per cent) are still looking 
for a new job, with one in 
eight candidates (12 per 
cent) actively searching 
for a new role and one in 
four (24 per cent) open to 
offers. Another one in 12 
(eight per cent) are plan¬ 
ning to move in the next 
year. 

It’s not just out-of-work 
candidates who are look¬ 
ing for new roles either - 
only one in six (16 per 
cent) does so because 
they have been made 
redundant, or has con¬ 
cerns over their job in the 
near future.
